ROB^T THOMAS JONES and wife, DORIS, in 
separate interviews advised they were 
close friends and fellow enployees of 
PERL at NACA Langley Field, Virginia* 
Mrs. JONFS, former girlfriend of PERL, 
and J-aT# JO^ES unable to recall date of 
visit with PERL in Cleveland* Both 
stated they have no Icnowledge of 
espionage activity by PERL, Mr, JONES 
recalled no specific information 
concerning secret documents missing 
from Langley FieW November, 19Wi, 
but remembered incident and that Mr* 
SOUIE was responsible for the document* 
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DETAIIS: ROBERT THOIiAS JONES, SliO Lincoln, Palo Alto, California, an

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/tvJONES stated he first met PEJIL, who was known to him as 
WILLIAM MUTT’^PlP’ilRL, several years after 193h when P^L commenced 
his eisplo;Tnent at Langley Field in theoretical aQrod3mamics» 

JONES did not recall the data that PERL cane to Langley Field, hut 
stated it was two to five years after JOITES had started working 
there* JONES conimented that he was very poor in remembering 
dates or specific periods of tine* 

• According to JOl'JES, PFRL was not eirployed in the same section 
at Langley Field, but thvat they both had had an interest in theoretical 
aerod’mamics, JOirES advised he considered PERL to be a good friend 
of his during the time P.ERL was at Langley Field, and that they 
associated together on a social basis as well as sharing mutual interest 
in theoretical aerodj-namics. He stated that PERL was not as advanced 
in theoretical aerodjTiardcs as he, and v;ould often ask advice from 
him on problems or fonnulas, 

JONES advised he could not recall the date that PFUL left 
Langley Field or whore ho wezit v:hen he left that erployment* 

JONES stated that his friendship ceased when PERL left Langley 
Field, and that he could onlgr recall seeing PIFIL once after that time 
and that was in Cleveland when PERL was employed at NACA Laboratory* 

He stated he does not recall Just when it was he saw PERL in Cleveland, 
but it was after P'FIL was married as he remembered going to PERL's 
apartment to met PERL's wife. JONES advi.sed he did not recall the location 
of this apartment, but remembers it was a very small one; and there 
was no one present at the aoartment but PERL, PERL's wife, whose name 
he remembered as "3'''TTIE'' or "HETTIE,'* and himself* 

JONTY'S stated that his present wife, DORIS' COHEN, prior to her 
marriage to him was also well acquainted v:ith PERL at Langley Field* 

He advi.sed that his wife, DORIS, had told him prior to their marriage, 
which he believed was in May, 19i;6, after first stating it was in 19U5, 
that she had seen P'RL in Pasadena, California, at which time PERL 
was attending school at California Institute of Technology; and she 
was orployed at Northrup Conpanj’’, Los Angeles. He stated that he 
does not believe his wife has seen PERL other than tJiis occasion in 
Pasadena, since PERL left Langley Field, 





JOKES was unable -to recall Just how he happened to see PStL 
in Cleveland, and advised he believed it probably was in connection 
vjith a business trip he made to Cleveland on behalf of Army Specail 
Weapons Unit, when he visited the NACA Laboratory, Cleveland, and the 
JACK and HEINTZ Company, Cleveland, He stated he believed this is 
the time he saw PERL, and that on this trip he stayed in Cleveland 
several days which would account for why he had time to visit PERL’s 
apartment, as his trips to Cleveland normally vrere of one day d\iration 
which tir» was noraially spent in conferences at the laboratory* 

J0Kr£ stated he did not recall what he may have ‘'discussed villi 
P'ERL, but did not think he would discuss his, JON'ES', work as PiUlL 
was never interested in anything but what he personally was working on* 
JONES advised he nay have possibly mentioned to PERL what he was in 
Cleveland for, and possibly PERL was at one of the conferences at the 
KACA laboratory in Cleveland attended by JOKES, 

JCI'IES advised that ho has had no contact with PERL since that 
time other than to read some of PERL’s writings regarding work he was 
engaged in in Cleveland and some Votes vrritten by PERL on lecturea ■ 
by Dr, THE01)D[iE VON KARJUJI, a well known ei^ort in aerodynamics. He 
stated tlieso writings and notes were disseminated throughout the.- various 
offices of KACA, 

According to JONES, after PERL was indicted in New York, J9JJES 
and his wife received a letter from an individual named SKAJ'RS from 
New York, who was unknown to them, but described himselt' as a friend 
of PERL’s, He stated SHAIf’S was soliciting funds to assist P'ERL in 
raising money to post as bail, JONES said he and his wife were trilling 
to contribute money for P3?lL's use, but vrere somsvjhat dubious of the 
letter, as there vras some mention of a passport in the letter which 
thejr could not ander.stand. He was unable to recall what was said 
• le-'. . veg'U'-ding the passport; however, he stated he or his 
■:ife viTOte lo SHAif S for more information, and received a reply thanking 
uhem but stcittog the money was no longer needed, lie did not recollect 
why the money was not neoded, but stated It vras his inpression that 
the amount of the bail was either lovrered or the money had been raised 
from other sources, 

>h'* JONES advised he had no other knowledge of activities on 
the part of PERL except while at Langley Field, PERL was a member of 
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the Federation of Architects, Engineers, Cheinlsts and Technicians and 
of the American Association of Scientific Workers. JOKliS stated that 
he personally was very Interested and active in these organizations j 
however, he remembered PERL merely to be a member and does not believe 
he held any particular offices In the organizations. JONES advised to 
his knowledge these organizations at Langley Field were made-m of 
persons loyal to the United States, and any prq»ram inimical to the 
best interest of the United States would not’ have been sanctioned by 
the membership. 

The Joint Fact Finding Committee on the Un-American Activities, 
California Stats Legislature in its 19h7 report described the FAECT 
as a Communist front organization, however, no specific mention is 
made of the Hampton "'Virginia Chapter, 

This committee in its 19li6 report described the American 
Association of Scientific Workers as a Communist front organization. 

JONES advised that he knew nothing of PERL’S associations or 
activities after he left Langley Field, and that he had never known 
any of PERL’s family other than his wife. He had never seen PERL 
other than on the occasions at Langley Field and Cleveland, as previously 
stated. He advised that the only associates of PERL he knew at Haro ton, 
Virginia wore the fellow enployees at NACA, Langley Field, and that he 
could not now recall any particular persons as close associates of 
PlilRL other than he and Its, JONES, 

JOI'UiS advised that his former wife, from whom he was divorced 
in about 19UU, is MZEL ST. CLAIR, JONES, ^^ho had a nervous break- 
do\Jn and was hospitalized at Williamsburg, Virginia, He stated that 
she still is in this hospital, 

JOIvES stated tlwt ha recalls an incident, while enployed at 
Langley Field, when a document charged out to ^^r,-S0UI£ was lost. He 
stated that he remembers that everyone was asked to mako a thorough 
search of their desks and papers for the document. He could not recall 
the date or year when this incident occurred, nor could he recall the 
contents or appearance of the docment, 

JONES advised that he does remember that he felt no particular 
responsibility for the loss of this document, as it had been charged

to Mr* SOUIS, He stated that he is sure that he must of seen the 
document ''Guided Missies, Development, Status and AvallabilityJ' as he 
vas working on that project; however, does not how have any 
ind^endent recollection of the document or particular circumstances 
concerning its use prior to the time It was lost* 

JONSS stated that he does not believe that he unknowningly 
or mistakenly picked up the document among his p£?>ers or carried it 
to another office or city* He advised that he has no reason to believe 
that he had taken the document on his trip to another place and left 
it by mistake* He stated he realized that it was a possibility that 
he or someone else may have mistakenly taken the docximent, but that • 
he has no reason to believe that this was done; and would have no 
idea who may have taken the document or vrhere it may have been left, 

JONES advised that he was not acquainted with any of the 
following individuals:

Photographs of the above Individuals were exhibited to JONES, 
and he advised he was not familiar with any of the photographs other 
than to say he recognized the photogr^hs of the ROSENBERGS as he had 
seen them in the newspaper, and thought the one of VIVIAN GLASSMAN 
looked familiar* He stated he had no idea who VIVIAN GLASSMAN is or 
why her photograph looked familiar- 

JONES advised that PERL s" no time requested any unauthorized 
information from him, and that he had no information which would 
indicate PERL or ai^y other peit^ion was engaged in espionage on behalf of 
the Soviet Union or any other country, 

Mrs* JONES was intervievred at her residence at ShO Lincoln, 
Palo Alto, California, on mxch 11, 19^2 by SAS WAYNE K, VTSLCH and 
PETER J. HOPKINS. 
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Mrs. JONES advised that she first met WILLIAM PERL in about 
1539 shortly after PERL came to work for KACA at the langley Memorial 
Aeronautical Laboratory, Langley Field, Hampton, Virginia, She stated 
she thought that she first met PERL at work, as she recollects that 
she and PRRL each worked on a jJiaseof the same problem shortly after 
PERL’s arrival at Langley, She advised that although they were 
acquainted at work her primary association with PERL was of a social 
nature. 


Mrs, JOI'IES said they, she rnd PERL, "ran around" in social 
groi^js consisting entirely of persons enployed in NACA, She advised 
she and PERL dated each other for several months, and they dated quite 
frequently for some time. She said that she was never overly attracted 
to ITOL, but that he was "rushing her,” She said that she respected 
PERL and considered him a brillant man at his work, but socially as 
a conpanion she considered him quite Inmature and naive and, therefore, 
somewhat of a bore. She explained this by advising that PERL was 
conpletely wrapped tp in his work, and when in social affairs was 
always thinking of his work and i^anted to discuss it. She stated 
this was not done in any breach of security regulations, as all the 
people with whom PERL associated, worked attthe NACA and like PERL 
were cleared to handle security information, 

l-trs. JONES advised that her own close social association with 
PERL was discontinued about wo years or so before PUIL left langley 
Fieldj however, she and PERL still associated in the same social groi^) 
which consisted entirely of fellow employees at Langley Field, Mrs, 
JONES said that none of the scientists at Langley had anything in 
common with the people at Hamnton, Virginia, therefore, had never had 
any social contact or friendship among the town people. Regarding 
oliier persons In this group, I-rcs., JONES recalled that her husband, 
ROBSRiyjONES, SAM'KATZOFF and MILTON ’ KLEIN were PERL’s friends and 
companions at langley Fields. '.'.Oleved KLEIN is now working for 
NACA at Cleveland, Oid;>, v'/;- - *■. . to recall the names of any 

other persons in this groups jONES said she did not know too 

much of PERL’s activities except he seemed completely absorbed in his 
work, and had no other interest. She recalled he had an apartment 
or room /^dottntoun/' Hajjpton, Virginia, but could not recall the street 
or address. She said the one lirpresjionable thing about the apartment 
which she could remember was that PERL had built a phonograph in the 
closet of his room. She said that she had observed nothing indicating 











PERL was interested in anything other than his work, as he never 
seemed interested in political or International affairs, and was 
never interested in discussions in these matters* She advised 
that after she ceased dating FERL, he dated another girlfriend 
whose name she could not recall, but whom she remembered as being 
red haired* PERL also, according to Mrs* JONES, dated Mrs* JONES* 
roommate , LOUISE MOSS, She stated Miss MOSS presently resides at 
the Roger Williams Hotel, 28 E* 31st Street, New York City* Mrs* 

JONES could not recall any other friends of PERL* She advised that 
PERL's time was presently spent in his work, and that his principal 
means of relaxation seemed to be in playing handball* 

Firs. JONES said she cannot now recall ^ust when PERL left 
Langley Field, and she does not know where he went from Langley Field* 

Mrs* JONES said she did not see PERL again until she met 
him in Los Angeles, California, at, the end of IShSt s-'t the time Mrs* 
JONES was working in Los Angeles and PURL had come to Los Angeles 
for a continued study at the California Institute of Technology* 

Mrs* JONES said that for a period'of three or four months, possibly 
until March, 19li6, she saw FERL four or five times at the most* She 
advised, while there^ she met PERL's wife, and hag no information 
concerning her, having only seen her on one or two occasions. Mrs* 
JONES said she visited atihe Perl spartment only once. At this time, 
she advised it was her Irpression that PERL was devoting all his 
time to his studies, and was not engaged in other activities. She 
advised it was her Irpression that PERL had no Mends or associates 
in Los Angeles at that time* She advised that prior to her meding 
HETT3E PERL, wife of WLLIAM^PERL, in los Angeles, she had never seen 
her before* 

Mrs* JONES said that she and her husband had had no personal 
contact with Mr* PERL since their marriage in however, sometime 

ago they did receive' a letter from PERL* She could not recall Just 
when they received ■this letter, and stated it was perhaps a year or 
so ago* 


In this letter, according to Mrs* JONES, PERL said he was 
being investigated regarding possible Communist sympathy on his part, 
and that his wife was being accused of having made statements 
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syjipathetic to the Soviet regime and Russia* She advised* according 
to the letter, because of this the NACA was investigating PIRL and 
his wife for possible Communist synpathies* HUL, in the letter, 
requested an affidavit from Mrs* JOlffiS that would advise that Mrs* 

PERL had not shown or cjqpressed 53 nipathy to the Soviet Union or 
Coinjtmnism* Mrs* JONES said she did not write this affidavit, that 
sho had only met Itrs* PITIL in los Angeles and did not know enough 
about her to coTment in any way* Another reason, according to Mrs* 
JONES, for her not writing this affidcvftt was, at the time, both she 
and Ml’* JONES were under investigation and had been suspended from 
working on or having access to any clas.'^ified material at KACA,

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According to this Informant, MALCOlJf SHARP, Profsssor at the 
UniTerslt 7 of Chicago, told the audLenee that he aot belag too IhalliAr vltk 
the whole case, felt that justice would be done although he did not ag ree 
with the BOSEKBCRGs in most of their beliefs. According to SHARP, he 
felt that after the death of the ROSENBERCS a mark was ^aeed 
on their two innocent children, and it was up to him and people like him 
to do something for them. According to T-14, supra, PEARL HART 
prepared a resolution which was passed, askii^ the transfer of MCRTON 
SOBELL from Alcatraa to "anjr other federal prieon”, stating that 
Alcatras was built to house only criminals, such as murderers and other 
such major offenders, and not a man such as M0BT<M SOBELL, «dio was guilty 
of nothing. According to Miss HART, this resolutibn was to be sent to 
the bead of the New York Prison Syaten* 

T-14 also advised that Professor SISPHEN LOVE, 

.an attorney and reportedly a professor at Northwestern 
University, confined his talk to MORTON SOBELL and his unjust sentence 
of thirty years for treason. According to LOVE, the only crime that SOBELL 
was guilty of and apparently convicted on was that he held four or five 
conversations with JULIUS ROSENBERG. According to this informant, LCfTS 
concluded by telling the audience that he would keep on working and 
hoping that eomeday SOBELL would be released of this unjust charge*
